HEY write from Belgrade, that on the 18th of 

February O. S. while the Garifon of Sabatich 
was at divine Service, abour 200 Turks of Bofmia 
advanced to the Gates, and actually fired upon the 
Centinels, which alarming the Garifon, they imme- 
diately ran to thejr Arms, and fired upon them, 
whereupon the Infidels retired. Major Marcowiiz, 
who was arrefted for ill Treatment of the Emperor's 
Subjeéts in bis Excurfions towards the Frontiers of 
Wallachia, is honourably acquitted of the Charge, 
and has had a Gold Chain given him by Order of the 
Court to reward his Services, as well as to teftify his 
Innocence. 

They pretend to have cerwin Advice there that 
the Grand Vizier is arrived at Adrianople. They 
affirm, that the Grand Vizier having, contrary to the 
Alcoran, iffued an Order to the Goyernors of Turky 
in Europe toimprefs Men for his Army, his Enemies 
made a Handle of it to accufe him of breaking the 
Law of Mahomet; bur the Grand Scignior approved 
of his Condu&, and filenced his Accufers. ’Tis 
faid, chat next Campaign the Ortoman Troops will 
ufe Bayonets for the firft Time, and that the Grand 
Seignior has caufed a certsin Number of them to be 
diftribuced to every Chamber or Regiment of Ja- 
niffarics.
